EBMABKS. 


In concluding this Eoport wo would sn^, tliafcwo Iinvo boon brio 
as wo could consistently, in order to give a general idea o i 
finances of the Town. . 

We have carefully oxamjned the books and accounts, and nne 
the indebtedness of tho Town to be still largo, although Iniviiiii 
been rediiecd during tlie past vear, some over $0,000. 

We have had I0.I0J111 about VhSOO the past year, in order to re¬ 
tain tho credit of the Town. Wo would now recoiumend^ to the 
Town, the raising of as large a sum as they think can bo paid witli- 
out too great a sacrihee to the property holders. And wo would 
espeoially recommend,' that the Town purchase a fami for tho sup¬ 
port of the Poor, as we are convinced tho town would save a Ifirge 
portion of the Pauper bill, thercb}’. 

We woidd also recommend to the Town, to adopt some offieiont 
measure to have the tax collected within the year, for by so doing, 
the town would very much lessen the amount of interest. 

We would further recommend to tho Town, to pursue tho .same 
course adopted last year, for the support of roads and bridges, as 
we think assessing a portion of tho highway tax in money, is much 
for tho interest of*' the town. 

And we are also of tho opinion that it would be for the interest 
of the Town, (if the act would be legal) to exempt from taxation, 
all money loaned to the town by any inhabitant thereof, at six per 
cen^ as itw^ould thereby save going out of town to hire raonov at a 
much higher rate.
